Selectmen’s 


Town Manager Sterling Morris, 
last night, in a Selectmen’s meet- 
ing that was held two days late 
because of the storm, took time 
to talk about the Questions on the 
Ballot, for next Saturday’s election 

Mr Morris was quite concerned 
about Question Two, which, he said, 
could easily be misunderstood, 

The first question, he said, could 
cost the tows about $17,000, if voted 
in the affirmative (Yes), He also 
said that it could cost the town half 
of what is now being paid for Health 
and Life Insurance of its employ- 
ees, which 1s $45,000, Item One, 
Morris told the Selectmen, did not 
mention money, but that was the 
money that is involved. 

The Question is in effect asking 
the voter if the town should in- 
crease the health and life insur- 
ance payments for Town Employ- 
ees, 

Question Number two was the 
one that the TM was really wor- 
ried about, though, He termed 
it ‘misleading’, in that it named 
‘retired’ employees, and the town 
pays, at this time, nothing for 
retired employees. 

If it 1s voted, Morris said, he 
had no idea of what the cost would 
be, because no one has any know- 
ledge of how many people are 
potentially, He didn’t know, he 
sald, about the retired school tea- 
chers, and the about to be retired 
school teachers, but believed that 
the) vould Ye eligible, 

Morris emphasized that he had 
no way of estimating the cost of 
Question No, 2, 

George Boylen, Chairman, spoke 
up to say that the Wilmington Town 
Government is a sort of Do-It- 
Yourself form of government, 

Whether or not the tax rate goes 
up $2 or $10 will depend on the 
action of the people at the annual 
Town Meeting, Boylen said, 

Boylen was willing to wager that 
the Wilmington tax rate would go

able for residence districting. But 
after Gillis read his list she had 
a change of mind, and remarked 
that the land was ‘too valuable for 
junk’, The board voted unani- 
mously to be in favor ofa General 
Business zone for the Concord 
Street land, 

The board was not in favor of 
the proposed changes in Article 
68, either, This was to change 
the methods of sewerage for the 
proposed motel, or any other in 
Wilmington, 2s Mr Hooper pointed 
out, 

Mrs McKie had an amendment 
to the article, which she read: 

‘Provided, however, that the 
Board of Health, acting in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Section 
VII-2 of this (town) By-Law, and 
after a favorable report of the 
sewer commissioners, may de- 
termine that access to a munici- 
pal sewer would be a hardship. 
In the event that such a determ!- 
nation be forthcoming, the Board 
of Health shall provide such re- 
gulations as {it deems necessary 
for the installation and maintain- 
ance of a sewerage treatment plant 
to be located within the bounds of 
the property as an accessory to 
the use of the land’, f 

The lady then referred to the 
Conservancy District map, which 
showed two areas on the southerly 
side of the land, near the Concord 
River, as part of the Conservancy 
District, and remarked that the 
Conservancy areas there should 
be ‘untouched’, 


The board voted unanimously 
to accept the amendment as a 
part of their recommendation to 
the Town Meeting. 


Luce Rezoning 

A letter from seven Strout Ave. 
residents had been received by 
the board, opposing the rezoning 
of the Luce! Plaza area to General 
Business, 

Walter Hale opened the discus- 
sion by saying that he favored 
General Business zoning for the 
area, 

Mrs McKie pointed out that 
within a year the Master Plan 
studies would be completed, and 
she felt that the time to rezone 
would be then, There would be at 
that time, she said, something 
which might be called a Commer- 
celal District, which would allow 
other types of retail business, 
without opening up an area for 
all the provisions in a General 
Business zone, 

We dont have the proper kind of 
zoning for that kind of development 
she told the board, 

Mr Hale said that the board 
could disapprove if it wished -and 
if the town wanted to vote it ~ ‘OK’ 

Gillis spoke up in favor ofhaving 
a General Business zone. ‘We 
have a General Business character 
there - he brought it up from just 
one shack, to a presentable area’. 

‘I think he does have the use, 
and where he wants to put in a
